Thus, the Text wants nothing that's fic 
for theday, preſenting us with a Wonderful 
Bleſſing , an Humble Reception, and a Toy- 


full Thanks-giving : In all which we ſhall. 


briefly conlider , firſt, the Hiſtory and the 
Doctrine, next, theParallel and the Uſe. 
1. Webeginwith the greatBleſſing:con- 
cerning which , letus enquire, 1, Whar it 
was? 2. To whomit was proffer d? 3.Whar 
welcome it found * 

1. This Bleſſing in the Metaphor,jis a Stone, 
in the Hiſtory, David in the Prophecy, 
Chriſt: and whether David, the Type of 
( briſt, or (briſt the Seed of David, ſtill wee 
{hall find it a Precious Stone, and a great 
BleſSing . | 
1. TheSrone in the Hiſtory is David,thatho. 
ly King, in whoſe Royall Perſon moſt of the 
Happineſle ofthe 01d, & in whoſe Heavens» 
ly Seed allche Happineſle of che New {ſrael 
of G 0 DO did conhilt : David the 4uthor and 
the Subjeft of this Gratulatory -hymne, an 
Hymne compoſed and ſerfor the Solemne 
Quire of {ſrac] ro be-lung by them in their 
ST 4 joyfull

joyfull commemoration of the happy return 
of God's Anointed , and their long exiled 
King : Heis the ſtone. A ſtone hewen out of 
the rock, by God's own hand ; conlecrated 
with the Holy Oyle by God's own Propher ; 
ſer apart by God's appointment, to (mite 
down the great Goliab of the Philiſtines, to 
daſh in pieces the Tyrannyof a wicked Saal, 
rocruſh to nothing the Enemies of God and 
of his cholen Iſrael. A ſtone firted and ſquae« 
redto be the foundation, and pillar of his 
Hieraſalem, his Sion , ſolid and firme, ſachas 
the hotteſt fires of Perſecution could not 
crack.nor all the ſtormes andcempeſts of Af- 
flition impaire ; of chat weighr,and ſo well 
fixable, thar all the ſtrength and art of Sa- 
than and his Inſtrumentscould not remove 
orſhake it ; bur till he ſtood faſt, the Foune 
dation, the Pillar, theſure ſtay and ſuppore 
of God's Church and People committed to 
his Charge. Hee is the ſtone in the Hiſtory: 
which in the Prophecy is

ſeed of David. The ſure rock of our Salvas

tion. So Hehimſelf appliesthetextcohim- 
ſelfe. (Math: 21.) andafter him, his Apo- 
ftle S* Peter (1 Pet: 2.) He ,wwho was a ftone 
of ſtumbling , and a Rock of Offence , to the 
Iew firſt, and then tothe Gentile, is a moſt 
fure hots and a ſtrong Tower of defence 
to all toſs that Redfaſtly believe in him ; 
the firme and everlaſting Fonaliciow ofthe 
New Hieruſalem : the chief corner-ftone , In 
Whom all the building fitly framed together , 
groweth unto an Holy Temple in the Lord, 
Epheſ: 2, 20 & 21. This isthe living 
ya , of which that formes-wvas no more 
but the bare ſhadow : the ſtone whereon 
our Hopes, our Comforts, our preſent pris 
viledges, and our future lnhericance, all are 
{urely founded : theRockon which, if we 
be once well bottomed , let the va blow , 
and the waves beat, and all theſe with all the 
violence they can, yet {hall we ſtand ſure 
and unſhaken to all eternity. Thele be'the 
ſtones here proffer'd in the Text, David firſt 
and afterwards Chriſt . and (whatl would 
ory reyouto note) both theſe Kings

. Agood Kingisindceda moſtprecious/one, 
the moſt ſolid foundation of the Church's 
peace and the Peopl's happynes : remove 
this ſtone, and the whole houſe comes down 
upon your head; touch bur the Lord's anoin- 
ted , and you disjointall , the whole King- 
dome ſhatters into confufi on; all falls into 
pieces, and all the wit of man is notable to 
bind it up again: Proofs and inſtances of 
this ſad trath we have too many, our own 
lamentableexperience, ſtill freſh in our mes 
mories , renders all citations of them at pre- 
ſent needleſſe: Hereby we have found, that 
wholoever wildly -puſhes at theſe ſacred 
ſtones, he onely runs his head againſt an 
hard Rock, which though he ſhould have 
the unhappy ftrengih to ſhake alittle, yethe 
ſhall be ſure withail-to daſh' ouchis own 
brains, atleſt he muſt expect to receive ſuch 
a wound , as cannot ealily be healed but 
heisliketo bleed irito atoo late repentance : 
He that fights againſt the powers let up by 
God, can onely beatthe skin off his own 


fingers, Ic will bo therefore our Prudence as 
C 2 - "vo

well as our duty,notto ſtrike withtoo muck 
violence upon theſe holy flones, leſtlike men 
hammering too boldly on a good flint, wee 
thence produce ſuch a fireas will not again 
be quenched : Saint Paul dares nor warrant 
ſo ſtrange a Confidence , when he rels us, 
(Rom. 13.) They that reſiſt the power ſhallre- 
ceive to themſelves Damnation . Rather pray 
we, that we may never come to want ſuch 
a Stone as God here profer'd in the Text. 
but, 

2. To whom did he proffer it ? 

Even to thoſe, who wanted not eyes to 
ſee it, nor experience to underſtand the 
worth and value of it , nor skill ſufficientto 
make a right uſe of it. David was profer'd, 
notco the poor rude Iſraelites, that could not 
diſtinguiſh their right hand from their left, 
butto the Grandees of Iſrael, to Saul and his 
Councellours ; whoſe buſineſſe and Profe(- 
ſion it was to dealin ſuch Stones, Our Bleſ- 
ſed [ESVS was profer'd,not onely t6 a few 
blind Gentiles, who had all their knowledg 
bur at the ſecond hand; the wonder had

not been great if theſe had refuſed whatthey 
ſo little underſtood ; but he was proffer'd 
to the YYiſe men and Ralers of the lews, to 
the great Maiſter-builders of that Churek:: 
Scribes and Phariſees , Lawyers and DoFors , 
thoſe that knevy the Law, and had read the 
Prophets, and underſtood what was fore- 
told , and prefigured concerning him : 
whoſe bare acceptance of him, had been 
precedent and warrant cnough for the Peo- 
ples Faith, as appears by that queſtion (7ohn 
7,48.) have any of the Rulers or of the Phari- 
fees believed on him * So would they doubr- 
leſly have ſaid, Have any of the Rulers or 
Phariſees received this Bone? It they have 5 
then ſo will we. 

Thisis God's method, ve ſo proffers his 
oreat Bleſſings astoleaye the refuſer without 
excuſe; to thoſe who beſt could diſcerne 
the worth ofir ,and therefore ſhould firſt in 
all reaſon have begun to uſeit, wasthis Gift 
proffer'd: leſt afterwards they thould goe 
aboutto excuſe themſelves with a Non novi- 
mus , We os it not : The firreſt Bleſſing to 
the

| 3. Lettsnow ſee, what's it's welcome. 
Indeed very courſe and more ftrange,con= 
ſidering che perſons ro whom it was prof-

| 1, Davidis thruſt out from the preſence 
of Saul, bannith'd the Land , driven into 
Caves and Dens, to lead alad & melanchol- 
ly life with Bears and Tygres ; or atbelt, a- 
mongſt ſtrangers , too frequently more in- 
humane and barbarous , then thoſe beaſts 
of! prey...

Bleſſed JESVS, very truly the Son of Da-

Not this man, but Barabbas. Any murthe- 
Ter, rather then the Lord of life; a bloody 
S:1: Tyranc,

Tyrant, ratherthenthe God of mercies ; a- 
way tothe Croſſe with him, This is the ve- 
ry voyce of the builders, No ſtone of God's 
ſquaring for our building, out with it a- 
mongſtthe rubbiſh : Give us rather a Nero, 
any lump of clay kneeded up in Chriſtian 
blood : Give us ſuch ſtones as will admit 
of no Cement, but whar's made of che blood 
of us and of our (/hildren : thatblood which 
(4/ar ſheds, be it on the heads ofus and 
ours, butthis ſtone which God would in 
mercy beſtovy upon us, beirthrown out in- 
to the ſtreets, and trampled under our feet- 
forever, This is the language oftheleprudent 
builders, . 

Thus, even thus doe the builders too of- 
tenprovetheunhappy demoliſhers,and when 
they ſhould ſtrengthen, raſe tothe ground 
the walls of Hiernuſalem : whileſt they lay 
their own ambizion, their Humors, and their 
Intereſts theonely Foundations of all their 
| actions; they are ſure to refuſe that ſtone , 
Which is ſent down from Heaven. Here's

Gaile of the Pradent , when they have nor 
God before their Eyes. "The ſtone is refuſed, 
which yet in ſpite of all their little Policies, 
and petty devices,ſhall molt certainly return 
the Head-ſtone of the building Which brings 
us from the Folly and Baſencfle of the baile 
ders, to the unerring Wiſedome, and Cons 
ſtant Goodneſle, of God Almighty. 
 Theycaſtour the ſtone, God brings itin a- 
gain, They reject ic with ſcorn , He (ets it 
in with advantage, They refuſeit as uſeleſle , 
and unfit for any thing, Fe reſtores it the 
Beuty, the ſtrength ofthe whole Fabrick, 

David, after his long andtedious exile, is 
call d home again, even by thoſe ſame per- 
{ons who at firſt were as ready as any to re. 
jet him; with the ſhouts and accJamations 
of Tſraal he is welcomed, and made the 
Glory of that people, and their bulwark, by 
whom he had been ſomuchſleighted. 


And thus was it with the great Rock of | : 


our Salvation , after his numerous and grie- 
yous ſufferings, hardly ending in a bitter and 


a ſhamefull death; Heroſe again, and aſ.

cended into Heaven in Glory and Triumph, 
 andis become the Head of the Univerſall Church, 
and the onely SanCtuary thoſe very Enemies 
who refuſed him can confide in. 

God will have his deſigne, let man do his 
worſt, he will make all thoſe in his duetime 
to underſtand their own folly, who would not 
when they ought,embrace his Counſaile. The 
Fones Which He ſends are more precious in his 
eyesthen tolye always unreguarded on a Dung- 
hill: David's Palace and Kingdome ſhall nor 
forever be a Cave and a wilderneſſe; Chriſt's 
Crown ſhall not alwaies be made of Thornes; 
Thoſe Cruell hammerings, and rougher uſages, 
which the deſpiſed.ftone at preſent undergoes, 
ſhall not break and Cruſh ir, but, on the Con- 
trary , Square and ſmooth, and poliſh it, and 
make it the more ſerviceable, and fitter for the 
building; His Enemies at length ſhall know, 
that thoſe many rorments they barbaroully in- 
flicted on him, ſhall refle&t with doubled force 
ppon themſelves; and by a ſeaſonable and un- 
expected reftaurarion they ſhall be madeto ac- 
| knowledge, that the undeſerved exile of their 
; D David

David, was not the puniſhment of his Sins, but 
the greateſt curſe could belay'd upon his very 
Perſccutors. 

And here,on the one hand, we mayclearly be. 
hold , the folly and blindnefle of worldly 
men,cven ofthoſe who would fain beeſteem'd 
the wiſeſt and skilfull'{t builders & repairers of 
a broaken tate, onthe other hand, the Infinite 
Wifedome and Providence of God, even inthoſe 
actions which ſeem leſt conſiderable tothe dim 
eyes ofmen. Here we ſee man's Unworthy- 
neſſe and perverſneſle in fighting and refuſivg 
the very choiſeſt of God's bleflings, there God's 
Infinice mercy and unalterable Goodneſlc in res 
doubling his bleſſings after they have been refuſed: 
In ſhort, bere's man's [mpiety in rejecting the 
fone which God had defign'd , and by proffering 
ic, Commended : there's God's Juſtice in mak- 
ing that deſpifed fone to become at laſt , all thar 
he intended it for ar firſt, even the Head-ſtone 
of the Corner, | 0 

2. Thus arewe,from the wonderfull mercy,come 
ro the cheerfull reception thereof. It is received (as 
fo great a bleſling oughtto be ) with an bumble 
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acknowledgement of the Author, with an high ads 
miration of the Mercy. 

1. This is the Loid's doing : There King David 
acknowledgeth , and there he would have all 
| tholſethat joyne with him,co acknowledge che 
Divine Anthor of this great blefling. To the Ho- 
nour & Glory of his gratious G OD, tothe Comfort 
and Iuſtification ofthe lateſuffering David,to the 
ſhame & confuſionot his once inſulting perſecutors, 
he utters it aloud -- 1t is the Lord's doing. The Re» 
Rauration of this Royall perſon, and in him of 
Ifrael's happines,vwasa work morepeculiarly & 
properlythe Lord's whereby he was woderfully 
pleaſed ro exhibirtothe world,as it were,under 
his hand and ſeal, a moſt ſignall teftimoniall of 
David's Juſt and Righteous cauſe : Moſt things 
He brings ro paſſe by ſuch ordinary &common 
Inſtruments, and after ſo plain andeaſie aman- 
nerand method, that, though they be the Lord's 
doings too , yztthe homelineſle of the viſible 1n- 
ſtcument, together with the frequency of ſuch 
operations, keep us framitaking lo much notice 
 ofthem,as-we oughtro doe : But ſuch rare and 

remarkable paſlages of providence as this was, 

3 D 2 can- 
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cannot goe by us without adue obſervation, a 
ſcaſonable wonder, and an humblerefletion 
- upon the glorious and Omnipotent agent: If 
David had yer had any viſible meanesleft him, 
of ridding himſelfe out of Danger , and attajn- 
ing untothat Crown, which was fitted by God 
for his head, they would have been lefle apt 
through the multitude of humane means, to eye 
the hand of God in his advancement : Bur that 
he ſhould bereftored evennow and thus, whoſe 
doing ſhould this be but the LORD's ? for 

1. Beholdthe poor cxiled Prince, wandering 
to and fro, ina rude wilderneſle, as deſtitute of 
all hopes to man'sthinking, as of companions: 
his ſtrength failing him, his lovers and hisfriends 
ſtanding aloof from his Soul, many enemies on 
all ſides, and perhaps ſome few well wiſhers , 

bur, alas , no helpers: | 
2. Behold the {weetnefle of his generons &

3- Behold his Enemies, for multitude innu- 
merable,for malice implacable, for Intereſt infa- 
tiable; no force could ſubdue,no Reaſons per- 
ſwade,nocondeſcenſions mollifie,no hopesof a 
reconciliation or agreement upon terms or attis 
cles ;ſothatinthe firſt place tothe Glory of the 
Anthor we muſt confes--1t was the LOR D's doing, 
And again, for the Juſtifying of David's righs 
teous cauſe, and forthe abatement of his adver- 
aries confidence and boaſting , he ſhewes , ic 
was the LORD's doing. Proſperity and Succeſs 
accompany'd with Oppreſſion and Violence, 
make bura (lender argument, forthe Honeſty 
and Innocenceofa thriving Tyranny: buta ſud- 
den promotion out of theduſt, by an unexpected

David, through the fury of his Enemies,into the

fly open without a Key or a File , to {et the ſha- 
kled Apoſtles at Liberty ; who willnot preſent- 
ly ſay, that GO D's favour is SanEtuary enough 
foran Injured Innocence; his purpole to ſave, 
armour enough againſt man'sendeavours to de- 
ſoy, thatthere js no Policy againſt Providence, 
no ſtratagem againſt Heaven ? Had David by 
force of armes,wicha great Hoſteof men enter'd 
the Land, and fo made havock of his Enemies, 
the relidueofthem might ſtill have cheer'dchems 
ſelv's up withluch hopes astheſc,thar ſeeingrhers 
were yetmore men in the world,they might yet 
come to regain all, as they gotitafarlt, or loſt ig 
now,by an arme of fleſh,.Bur now wheanthey be- 
hold the LORD making bare his own armefrom 
Heavyen,& ſhewing himſelf mindfull of David 
in his loweſt condition, bringing all the ſubtile 
devices ofthe long proſperous ſinner tononeet-. 
tec, & without the help of man,even againſt all 
the projeds of man;reftoriog;.his 4nginted to his 
own:how can theychule, but ſeeing,be amazed 
& wonder,be ſilenced, and condemuing chem-

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ſelves and their own Folly , with all humility, 
| atleaſt, withſhame and confuſion of face ac- 
| knowledg , that it is the LORDe's doing? and 
therefore 
2. Truly Marveilous in our eyes. 
Indeed all the works of GO D, when conſt- 
derd as they oughtto be, are wonders, but ſuch 
 Worksas this was,the more immediate doings of 
the LORD, areto be acknowledged above 
meaſure wonderfull : Conſidering 
. I. The rarityof them, ſuch bleſſings come 
not every day, the LORD makes a Day for 
| them, and by them. - He is not altogether pro- 
digall of his Miracles , but reſerverh them for 
ſpeciall occaſions, and for great Ends: that he 
may thereby manifeſt his power in the weak- 
nefle of his ſervant David; and his adverfary's 
weakneſle and folly, in the very height of their 
policy and Confidence; andthe equity of Das 
vid's cauſe inthe midſt of his Enemies triumph: 
Qcdinarily GY works by common and 
known methods, but when ſuch a ſingular a 
of Provide: », as unuſuall and new, as true and 
effectuall, wucovers it ſelfe to our view, muſtir 
not. be maryeilogs in our eyes ? 2, A- 
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2. Again,when ſuch deliverances are wrought 
by methods fo ftarre aboveall, both expeQati- 
ons and [nyentions of friends, and notonely ſo, 
but aboveall fears too and preventions of Enes 
mies: when ſo many means formerly , in the 
eyes of man more likely, had proved utterly in- 
effetuall; ſo many endeavours and projets, 
in the opinion of moſt men ſtrong and (ure, had 
been altogether quaſh'd and fruſtrated, and yet 
notwithſtanding all this, the bleſſhng, when e- 
ven almoſt deſpair'd of, comes at laſt, and that 
with intereſt; it muſt needs be truly marvellous. 
3- Once mote, When G OD lo works,thar 
man doth notſecit, yea even ſecretly inthe hearts 
ofthoſe who donor yerunderſtandir; diretting 
their ations to thole very ends which, it may 
be,they leaſt intended ,; ſtrangely, and ſecretly 
charming the Diſobedient into Duty , the Res 
bellious into Loyalty: when the promoters of 
David's exile, are madethe main Inſtruments of 
his reſtauration ; and all thoſe fretting Shimeies 
which would ſtill fain curſe, can or dare do no- 
thing but blefſe and congratulate: certainly, This 
muſt needs be the LOR D's doing , and altogether 
mar yailousinour eyes , And: 
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And as it was the LOR D's doing thus graci- 
ouſly tore-eſtabliſh, what man had ſo tubborn- 
ly and ſcornfvlly rejected ; ſo muſt irtoo be ac- 
knowledged his doing , to make theſe fooliſh 
men embrace whart the ſecond time he profer'd 
them, However without all doubr, itis man's 
duty in receiving the many and great bleſſings 
which G OD of his infinite bounty conferres 
upon him,to look upon them as GO D's doings, 
not as the rewards & purchaſes of his own mes 
rits and endeavours; & withall toadmire there» 
in the Goodneſle, the Power, the Wiſdome and 
Juſtice of the Author and Donor , all which if 
vve do but ſee as clearly as we ought and may, 
ve ſhall not reſt till we break out into an holy 
Toy and thankſgiving : after ſuch a mercy,and ſuch 
a wonder, 'tvvere a greater wonder yet, if [{rael 
ſhould not be Glad and Repoyce.

And truly David was never backwards, nor 
David's followets,- to anſwer God's miracles of 
Mercy,wwith holy returnes of Praiſe. Whileſt the 
Bleſſings of GOD deſcend upon the wicked -

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the dew of Heaven on a dung-hill , begetting 
nothing but a nauceous ſtench, 8& unwholſome 
weeds ; when they meet with a David likethe 
ſame dew upon a good and pleaſatit Garden, 
they produce firſt a fair Spring-tide of {\weer and 
lovely flowers ,and afterwards as full an harveſt 
of ſound and wholſome fruics, Good words of 
Praiſe, and better wotkes of Righteoulneſle. 

And, as private metcies challenge our private 
praiſes, ſo publike and Nationall bleſſings call 
for publike and Solemne thanſgivings: when the 
Crowne is reſtored to David , and David to his 
People , 'tis very fic that all I/rae! ſhould keepe 
Holy-day : And thus they did, and for this they 
have adouble warrant. -

which is evercrying our,when will the Sabboth be 
gone, that We may ſett forth wheat ? except wee 
pleaſe our ſelves in the obſervation of theſe

Daies, we cannot pleaſe the LORD that made | 
them : And as Gladneſſeis required; -ſois 
2. Rejoycing : a ſigaificarion of thargladneſbe 
to the world : an exrernall expreſſion and pro- 
feſſion ought alwaysto be the inſeparableatten- 
dant of that internall affection which GOD de- 
lights in, thus were the feaſts of oldcelebrated 
with ſhoutings, and ſoundings of trumpetts , 
and diſtribucing gifts &c : all ſober manifeſta- 
tions of Joy become that day , whereon GOD 
vouchſafes to manifeſt his Favour : Onely men 
areto take heed, how inſtead of be glad and re- 
Joyce, they read, bedrunk and Prophane : that 
werenot to ſanctifie but pollute rhe Day: David 
and his Subjetts expreſle their joy, by entring 
into the Gates of Rizhteoufneſſe, into the ( ourts 
of GO D's houſe, provcking mutually each o- 
ther cheerfully: to acknowledg ; and heartily to 
{ing aloudtohis Honour and Glory, who had 
done {uch great things for them, whereof they 
\ areglad, with an -- O give thanks untothe GOD 
of all GOD's for his mercy endureth forever. 
We have heard ofthe Day which the LORD 
once made for [ſrael, let us now deſcend to. con« 
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tider the Daythe L OR D hath: lately made for 
England; where it would be very eafie, would 
it not be too tedious, almoſt in every particular 
ro ſhew you+, how King David and bis Day is 
paralell'd by Kine ( HAR LES theSecond(to 
whom God make manylong and happy Dayes) 
and his Day. 

How much of England's happineſle is botind 
up in the Prudence and. Fortune' of - England's 
Kings: How long this famous Nation may poſ> 
{ibly continue one Body, without one Head, How 
long thoſe two great ſides of this glorious Fa» 
brick the Charch and State,may ſtand firme and 
uaſhaken, as they ought to be , the beauty, the 
ftrength and ſupport ofeach other , if not well 
knit together by theſe Corner-ſtones; Ourancienc 
flotiriſhing , and onr-late miſerable and never 
fufficiently deplored condition, when compae 
red together, will too manifeſtly evidence. We 
have known what ic is to have Aimzs our Nar- 
fins Fathers,and Queencs our nurſing Mothers:and 
how happily thoſerwo Twins the ( burch and 
Commonwealth did thrive, and grow , and flou- 
11h, when fed andcheriſhed art ſuch breſts: and, 
Fi E 3 alas + 
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alas ! we have to our forrow found , what ſad 
Daies thoſe were , wherein there was ng King in 
our 1/rael: dayes full of aothing bar black clouds, 
raging Winds, and facall tormes,in which both 
God's houſe'\and'Ceſar's.wereblowne downeta 
the ground; all-honeſt and Loyall men driven 
out of the Land, or diſperſed, and ſcatter'd, and 
hurled into the lictle' narrow Corners-of. the 
earth; making privacy and, poverty their ſanAtu» | 
ary : nothing appear'd for manyyeares together 

but the horrid tace of Rebellion and contulion, 
no Religion, no Law, no Juſtice , no Chatity, 
noOrder, nay, nothing but the bare name of 
that,a meer pretence wherof was crafuly impo- 
ſed upon a deluded multitude as a {ufficient - 
warrant for their diſobedience, & a ſure baſis for 
Anarchy, or what's neerclt of Kinto it, a Demos 
cracy , indeed nothing butthe bare name of Li. 
berty. Was itever thus, ſolongas England wil» 
lingly embraced the (orner-fones which GOD 
proffec d her ? anddid {heever want ſuch preci- 
ous ſtones, till her State-drchiteFs became alto- 
gether as wile as the fooliſh builders inthe text, 
refuſing the ftoxe which GOD had prepared ? 
TES They 
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They rcjeed aſtore ſuch as England never ſavy 

before, and therefore could never know how 
. oprizcluthciently; and | would co GOD, that 
Jrmighttruly be ſaid in diminution oftheirguile, 

that through Ignorance they did it! The fingular 

worth and ule of that Head-ſtone they firlt reje- - 
ted ( alas, fo altogether brutiſh were we) no. 

thing could ceach us rounderſtand, but the ſuc. 
ceeding ruine of three moſt flouriſhing King- 

domes. A ftoneindecd he was ſo truly precious 

in himſelte, and for thoſe many ſ1gnall excellen- 

Cies, Which never ſhone brighter to the eye of 

the Chiiſtian world, then ( as ſuch true ftarres 

and Diamonds ule todo) in thedarkeſt nighe 

of his perſecution; that he was highly and de- 
ſervedly valued of allchat knew him, is ſtill ca» 
binecred up in the heatts and affections of thoſe 
that loved him, and thall (1doubt not)be found 

inthe firſtrow , jn that great day, when GOD 

ſhall make up his Fewells. And as our ( orner-ſtone, 

he was ſo exactly ſquared, ſo ſolidly laid by the 

great author of all piery and Juſtice, thatnothing 

bur Sathan and Envy could find afaule. His Pi- 

Ous reign had left us nothing but a ſuperfiuity of 
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happineſle to beſick of; and his exemplary Cles 
mency nothing butroo much mercy to coplain 
of, the noted ſoftneſle and freedome of his na« 
ture,gave thoſerude flints that came againſt him 
£00 great an advantage over him:ſo good aman, 
and ſo gracious a Xing, that his moſt inveterate 
enemies had nothing elle to fear , hardly to pre» 
rend,butthat God's houſe would, by the help of 
ſuch a flone,in a very ſhorttime, become more 
ſtrong & gloriousthen their own, Late Poſterity 
may indeed very well believe that Godremoved 
this /tone ſoearly,as roo richa Pearlto bethrown 
away upo ſuch unworthy ſwine;but what faith 
will be ſo daring as to believe,that the very Ma« 
ſter. builders did reje& this ſtone as uſcleſle and 
cumberſome, Oh ! that ic might be however 
forgottenin Gath,& ftilemly bury'd in the ftreets 
of Askalon, how thata Chriſtian Nation,anEngliſh 
Subject,rejeted a Kin? that vvas a Saint, & [uch 
_ aSaintas CHARLESthe Firſt!/Oh the deſperate 
temerity of a blinded zeale ! The inſatiable fury 
of a covetous Santity! T he horrible atrempts of 
a malicious Hypocricy! What execrable villanics 
barbariſme may execute vyhen irvvalkes under 
. - 
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the vizard of purity and Reformation! for The 
LOR D's Anointed was murther d. 

And, can it be ſo much as chought,thatthoſe 
very Builders who were call'd together to make 
_ upthe breaches, and repairthe decayes in! the. 
walls of Sion, ſhould chus rafhly pull out, and 
daſh in pieces in the open ftreetthe Corner-ftone 
thereof, andafterwards contrive and labour to 
fill up it's room with ſuch Rubbiſh as a. (om- 
m071-wealth, or ſuch a roughand unhewen Flint, 
as that lare prodigious Tyrant , which whileſt 
with alltheir Arr and skiil they ſtrove to fit and 
polliſh, they could never hope to produce a- 
ny thiag bur a fire to conſume aronce both the 
builders and the building ? But will it not yet 
ſeem mo: e ſtrange and incredble, that even our 
Spirituall builders roo thoſe thar pretended to be 
joynt laborrers with Chriſt for the edification of 
his heavenly kingdome upon earth , ſhouid 
make irtheir Pulpit and their Lefure-trade , to 
mere out to their auditors ſuch large meaſure of 
factions and (ſeditious dotrineeach Market day, 
and like the Jewiſh High-prieſts move and in- 
ccaole the People to run raging up and down 
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the ſtreets with a-- (yucifie him,Crucifie him, and 
never ceaſe watching atthe doors , with their 
trayterous Petitions in their hands, till they had 
obcain'd chair requeſt, the Murder of their Ang, 
and the rune of his Kinadom? And yer fuch 
unskiltull buitders had unfortunate England on | 
all fides fer on work , who had afarre greater 
longing to grow rich upon the ruines, then fa- 

mous'by the repairs of HZieruſalem. 
i:Yer; as if this had amounted bur to ſome 
light marter, and were athing excuſable, or (as 
they would have it) very commendable : Ob- 
ſerve how bravely and reſolutelythey go on. lt 
bad pleal'd our Indulgent GOD to hew us our a 
Second moſt excellent ſtone, our ofthe ſame Roy- 
allragk; exactly ſquared and fitted forthe ſame 
place, and dignityroo : and this again the Buil- 
ders reject, and throwv as farre our of their [1ght 
as out of their affections , faying within them- 
ſelves, as thoſe honeſt ſervants we know where, 
Fhis is the Heir, come let us kill bim,and the Inberis 
'$4'ce ſhall be ours . thus ſtoutly refolve they, that 
./neitherthey them(elves who had been ſo long 
| fools, wouldever again grow wiſe ; nor that 
Church 
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Church, whichthey had (o Sactifegiouſly ruins 
cd, glorious. Y 
Burthereis no fighting againſt Heaven, the 
lame wile hand which fitted this Second fone is 
an Omnipaotent hand too, and hath fixed it E- 
ven that fame Royall Jone, which ; wich ſhame 
we may ſpeak it) for ſo many years together had 
1ayeninche duit, negleQcd by the People, Ha- 
ted by the Builders, beatupon. by ſtormes and 
Tempeſts, and hath felt the heavy hammers of 
his implacable Encmies , isnow ſenthome a- 
gain, more ſolid and firme for allthat Ham- 
mcring, more ſound and undecayed by reaſon 
of that long obſcurity, more welcome and ac« 
ceptable,afcer ſolong an abſence, With whom 
is reſtored aloſt Juſtice, along time ſmoother'd 
amonglt numberlefle Intereſts and Faions; a 
loſt Liberty, ſo long ſhackled by a moſt intol- 
- lJerable Tyranny and Uſurpation, a loſt Religi- 
on, ſo long buried in g-offeſt Acheilſme , onely 
_ withafairflouriſh of Hypocricy,and an infcrips 
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tion of Holinefe overher grave : "Fhis fonr\the 
Baſis of our Laws, the Pillar of our'Chureh che 
Bulwosl: ofaurPeace, and[ maytruly adde , 
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the Landmark of our Eſtates, for whileſt he was 
removed, no man knew whartrto call his own, 
even this ſtone, uncrack'd by the blows of his 
Enemies, unmollified by the flatteries of his 
falſe friends,w hich the builders for ſo many years 
have ſhamefully refuſed , is now bicome (Blef- 
ſed be ourgood GOD ) the Head-ſtone of the 
Corner, ; 

And now, Whoſe doingis this? 

Whoſe but his who is the great King of Kings, 
Proteftor of the Fatherleſſe, Wiſe, Mighty, and luſt, 
who putteth down one, andlifteth up another, and 
makes the molt pro!perous {inners to know them- 
ſelves to be but men: He alone itis, that could 
do theſe mighty things for us , whereof we are 
Glad, he that hath fo ſtrangly turned againe the 
Captivity of Sion , that we ſeem yet like men that 
dream : Novy vvelſce vvhatthat is, whereof our 
adverſaries fo boaſted themlelves, Divine Pro 
vidence, and in whoſe power itis , roftill the 
raging of the waves,and in whoſe hands are the 
Hearts ofthe Mighty ; and by whom ir is that 
Kings do reign. 

This is a work which the LORD hath 
all 
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allthis while reſerved co make his ovn Doing , 
_ thatall the Earth night ſee, and beafraid, be- 
cauſe there #s areward for the Righteous , there 
is a GOD that judgeth in the Earth. T his 
_ be the work of any hand but GOD's: 

or 

1, If we caft an eye back upon our gracious 
David whileſt under rhe cloud an Exile : whar 
Can we ſce, but the LORD alone, he had to con- 
fide in? How was he round about begirc with 
miſeries? It is hard ro ſay in which he was moſt 
unfortunate , his many inhumane Enemies, or 
his more cowardly friends. They of his own 
Religion (If they vvere of any.) thought ic more 
prudenceto comply with a proſperous Tyrant, 
then to ſuccour a bantſh'd Prince, The ſons of 
Rome grudged him their friendſhip, who was 
afraid co ſhare in their ſlavery : Nay ſuch isthe- 
naturall ſweerneſſe wherewith GOD hath bleſt 
our Prince, and ſuch a gracious Prince hath 
GOD deſigned for us, that he was afraid co be- 
come aKing by Conqueſt , and choſe rather to 
wait for the Aﬀections, then to triumph over 
the Lives of his rebellious Subjects. 
2. Again, 
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- 2. Agajn,amonglt his enemies here at home, 
we ſaw nothingcould befriend him: A Power 
feemingly invincible, a malice ucrerly implaca- 
ble, a Confidence built upon a long and won- 
dgrfull ſuccefle;; and yer cerraiply a conkcience 
full ofguile, and conſequeatly full of jealouſites, 
and therefore molt yigilant: Intereſts eſpouſed 
in Rebellion, and therefore onely ro be maincai- 
ped by Iajiſtice and Cruelty. Beſides all theſe, a 
Confederacy of Oatbes, Covenants, and Fugage+ 
meuts gn0ugh theſe ('tis true ) madelittle oppo 
iiionto any thing bur honeſty,and Loyalty; be« 
ipgonely ſcrnpias mecrengines of Policy, which 
might ealtly be ſcrued into-all poſtures , ro ſerve 
the Swearer's [ntereſt. Addenow unto allthis,on 
the one hand thatgrandand Maſter-craft of Hy- 
pocricy, whereby their enemies didtheir beſt 
endeavoursto cozeneven God himfelfc as well 
a5 mien into-a falſe beliefe of their lntegricy and 
Innocence; and on ihe other hand the trreligi= 
on & profancnefle of pretended friends, wheres 
by 09 many; were throughly per{waded that a 
King cauld have no favourite but wickednefle,; 
no friend, butthe prafane:confidering thislewd 
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remper of ſpirit in too many ,and acoldneſſe, an 
indifferency , a cowardiſe in more, we muſt 
needs confeſle, it was the LOR D's doing, 
 Andcertainlva very wonderfull Doing in our 
4es., Hopes and expeRtations all dying all Pro- 
jets and endeavours failing, enemies rejoycing, 
flouriſhing, triumphing, friends ſcatter'd,ijmpo- 
veriſh'd, imprifon'd , all diſponding , the Con- 
querors ſitting downe ſecurely, and dividing 
the ſpoyle, and crying with David's enemies, 
Ah , ſo would we have it, perſecnte and take him,for 
there is none to.deliver him:even then Godthrows 
inthe Apple of diſſenrion,andin pieces they fall, 
and a ſudden ſtorme from the North ſcatters 
them.An Army marches up not knowing whis 
ther ; all Sets and Fations meet it, and congra- 
tulate, and know not for what, Well, theall- 
knowing God brings all thisto an happy Iflue ; 
the Lorv's 4nointedis reſtored, his dying friends 
revived, all barking Shimeres filenced, Series 
and Schiſmaticks confounded, Rome and hee 
Children troubled and amazed. This ſurely was 
the LORD's doing,and therefore marvyailous in our 
Eyes. 

What 
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What Praiſes therefore do we nov owe uns 
to God for all theſe his Marvailous workes? This 
is the Day,which God hath thus(as you have heard) 
re-made for England, a bright and clear Sunſhine, 
after black clouds and thick darkneſle; The Day 
of our Redemption from a more then # 2yptian 
bondage and ({lavery , the Day of our freedome 
from Tyran ay and Oppteſſion; the Day wherein 
our gracious Aing was at farlt uſherd inro the 
world with a new & miraculous light from Hea- 
ven,and the Day wherein he was welcomedin- 
£0 his Kingdome by all the lights of the Nation, 
Starres of all Magnitudes with all che luſtre and 
Glory they could cloath themſelves withall . A 
Day, by the light whereof we deginto ſee our 
ak Follies , God grant we may truly repent us 
of them ! And our picſcnt happineſſe ,, Oh, chat 
vve could be heartily thaokfull forit ' A Day, 
wherein Religion. begins to appear again in her 
own dreſle, and allthoſe maskes and vizors too
